Trade Pacts Get 


Results, Says Hull 


'No Free Trader," But He 


Is Opposed to Too 


High Tariffs 


WASHINGTON — i/Pj - Secretary 


Hull challenged as "fundamentally un- 
iounri" Tuesday an assertion by Rep- 
resentative Schneider (Prog., Wis.) 
thai the trade agreements program had 
brought a flood of agricultural prod- 
acts into this country. 


In a letter to Schneider, the secre- 


tary of slitlc said that during the first 
five months of 1SI38 exports of corn 
had risen to 8-1,168,000 bushels com 
pared with fiti.OOO bushels in the same 
period of 1937, wheat exports had in- 
creased 
to 
43,275,000 bushels 
from 


065,000, while imports of corn 
hac: 


dropped from 38,341,000 to 227,000 anc 
of wheat from (.,772,000 to 5,000.

Wisconsin representative 
h.-u 


crilici/cd the trade agreements in 
letter to President Roosevelt, published 
in the Congressional record. 


Noting that Schneider had included 


wood, paper and tcxlilcs in his agii- 
cultural figures, Hull said that our 
most important agricultural imports 
are commodities such as rubber, cof- 
fee, tea and sugar which cither cannot 
be produced here or cannot be pro- 
duced in volume at reasonable 
COM. 


Hull said tarif reductions by this 


country bring similar reductions /mm 
other countries and .stimulate trade 
Therefore, he added, "the trade agree- 
ments are in fact providing a signifi- 
cant contribution to the maintenance 
jf orderly and peaceful international- 
•elalions." He declared the reductions 
.vere nul being made "to buy peace.

Forever in Harbor That 


Pilgrims Found

PLYMOUTH, Mass.—The good ship 


Mayflower—or whatever its name was 
—may ride the waters of Plymouth 
harbor again. 


It will be only a replica, but it will 


be sea-going. 


The 
Plymouth 
historical 
society, 


anxious to preserve the memory of 
the liny craft that crept into this har- 
bor in December, 1620, bearing 
102 


men and women seeking religious 
freedom in the new world, has decided 
to raise funds to construct a sea- 
worthy duplicate of the famous vessel. 


Plans call for a full-sized ship, com- 


plete in all known details. It is to 
take its place near the spot from which 
the original ship discharged its pas- j 
sengers.

The ship is to be built from what ; 


Paul W. Bittinger. president of the so- ;' 
ciety, calls "the most authentic avail- } 
able model" which now reposes in 
Pilgrim Hall, museum dedicated to the 
first settlers. The model was con- 
structed by R. C. Anderson, vice pres- 
ident of the English society for nauti- 
cal research, after extensive investiga- 
tion in Southampton. England. 


Outlining the educational aims of 


the project, Bittinger said the new- 
Mayflower would enable visitors "to 
visualize as no history book has ever 
been able to tell it. the courage and 
the spiritual character that made pos- 
sible the hazardous voyage of the Pil- 
grims from England." 


Little is known of the fate of the ; 


old ship. History itself. Bittinger said. ; 
failed even to specify the name of the 
vessel that brought the Pilgrims. Gov- 
ernor William Bradford referred to it 
as "the bigger ship." Captain John 
Smith and others called it "the ves- 
sel." 


Some scholars have questioned the 


use of "Mayflower" as the ship's name. 
Bittinger said the only authority for 
the name is contained in an early rec- 
ord of the colony entitled "Allotment 
of Lands." This record mentions "the 
fall of their grounds, which came first 
over in the May-flower according as 
their lots were cast, 1623." Some his- 
torians accept the hyphenated version 
of the name. 


Old Ship Untraccd 


Attempts to learn where the original 


craft was built or what became of her 
after her visits to the new world have 
been fruitless. Several "Mayflowers" 
have been traced, but Bittinger as- 
serted "none has been definitely iden- 
tified as the Pilgrim's Mayflower." 


The date for construction of the new 


ship had not yet been decided upon.

Peaches 


Hempstead county homemakcrs are 


beginning to take advantage of the 
splendid crop of Arkansas peaches, and 
are canning and drying the fruit for 
next winter. 


Recipes have been received for can- 


ning and drying peaches from Miss 
Gertrude E. Conant, extension nu- 
tritionist, University of Arkansas Col- 
lege of Agriculture. Miss Conant ad- 
vises that one bushel of firm peaches 
should fill from 18 to 20 quart jars. 
The amount of sugar necessary for 
canning a bushel will cost about 37 \~> 
cents, or less than 2 cents a quart, she 
adds. One bushel will make about 7 
pounds of dried fruit. 


Canned Peaches 


One bushel frim peaches should fill j 


from 18 to 20 quart jars. The amount I 
of sugar necessary for canning a bush- j 
cl of peaches runs to about 37% cents1 
or less than 2 cents per quart jar.

Select peaches of the same size and 
I 


degree of ripeness for canning. Make 
a syrup of 5 pounds sugar, 1 pint white 
corn syrup, 5 quarts water and 4 crack- 
ed peach pits. 
Boil 5 minutes and 


strain. Peel peaches, cut in halves and 
remove seeds, and drop into boiling 
syrup, one minute. This shrinks the 
fruit. 
Pack into hot sterili/.ed jars,

Keeping the Lawn 


The months of July and August are 


generally "the /cro hour" for the 
lawn and newly .set trees and large 
shrubs, for the weather is usually hot 
and dry. But lawns and trees can be 
kept in fairly good condition, in spite 
of drouth. 


The large, newly-set trees which 


have no fibrous roots are especially 
likely to suffer from heat and drouth, 
according to P. T. Ecton. extension 
horticulturist, University of Arkansas 
College of Agriculture. A low ring of 
dirt raised around the tree of several 
leet 
from 
the trunk 
will form 
a 


"saucer" to catch and hold rain water 
or water applied with a hose, Mr. Ec- 
ton says. On large trce.s or shrubs, 
thort tile or pipe sunk toward the 
roots will carry water directly to 
them much quicker.

Plenty of water will be needed dur- 
ing extremely warm weather. When 
leaves wilt, it is usually a sign that 
the plant is suffering. 


In time of drouth, the brown, singed 


appearance of the lawn can be pre- 
vented only by artificial watering. It 
i.s best to water the lawn in the even- 
ing so that the moisture can sink into 
the ground during the night. If the 
lawn is cut regularly, the clippings 
v/ill settle down over the roots and 
njrin a valuable mulch which will 
preserve the moisture and return fer- 
tility to the ground, the horticulturist 
aid. 
Weeds can be dug out, or held 


ni check by frequent culling, be add- 
ed.
